And If on 
rare occasions, lured away {rem 
hor domestic drudgery by sone 
modern Marco Polo, some explorer 
of the Amazom some hero of tho An- 
she 
has played truant to the dull rou. 
tine fcialands and peninsulas and 
gulfs and bays, when the school 
the midnight of ro- 
mance the romance-starved drab 
has been recalled, And at nine 
o'clock on the follwing morning 
ahe in again reciting the old sad 
Iesson; “An tstand ia a piece of 
Innd entirely surrounded = vy 
water.” 

There are, I knaw, school in this 
country where geography Is not so 
ahabbily treated. Such’ treatment 
should become increasingly rare 
afferthe appearance of "The Home 
of Mankind" (Harrap, 12s. 6d.)}, a 
geography in which the drama of 
this planet is told as vividly as an 
epic, in which the earth and its 
land continents and Its oceans are 
no longer seen as nt spnces on a 
schoolroom globe, but asa rigged 
mnas, scarred and tormented and 
eternally in movement, moving be- 
tween the waters which are under 
the firmament and the waters which 
cre above it, a erenturn of magne 
tic impulses an shifting seasons,

and mysterious changes. 
Scientific Mark Twain 

The author of thia remarkable 
geography, Hendrik van Loon, in a 
kind of acfentific Mark = ‘Twain. 
Gorn a Dutchman, ‘he migrated to 
Americn thirty yenrs ago, after 
learning English from Thackeray's 
“Henry Esmond"—the most curious 
source I can imagine. é 

Since then he. has been succes- 
sively a graduate in history at 
{Cornell and Harvard, a teacher in 
American achoole, a university pro- 
feasor, and a war correspondent. 
In 1921 his populnrised history 
“The Story of Mnnkind” was a 
best-seller fn several countrics., In 
1933 hia “Ifome of Mankind’ pro- 
milses to be the same. 

Van Loon'’s essential genius as a 
teacher lies In the 7act that he is 
both a ynie anda romantic. He 

“dobunka” history as thoroughly 
na Henry Ford would have it “de- 
tunked.” But also he. rediacovers 
{ta romantic roots. 

He has done the same for geo- 
graphy, except that the only 
“bunk” taught in grography has 
not — been pesudo-romantic, — but 
pacudo-materiallstic. 

Van Loon sees thes ‘vertd as 
place of moons jand marvels, in- 
habited precariously by a race 
(only one rnce—he has success: 
fully “ddbunked” the old theory of 
racial differentiatton) passcssed 
by conflicting motives of fear and 
greed, love, ambition, adventure, 
nobility, courage, and s botndless 
curioalty. 

Fate of Nations 

He uses history aa a fourth 
dimension of geography to explain 
the different fate of a country sub- 
ject to the same geographical limi- 
tations of sea and ‘mounains, cli- 
mate ond orientation, when pos 
seesed by nations of different tem- 
perament, 

He cites, for instance, the con-

He makes the whole history of 
navigation.and piracy and empire: 
building in the Mediterranenn 
vivid to me by the revelation that 
the lovely word “argony” is deriv. 
ed from “Areguan,” tha old name 
for the Adriatic port of Ragusn. 

He discuascs the hiatory, the 
habits, the commerce, the paat and 
the future of the nations of the 
world in the same “believe it or 
not” maanner—an alr of arsused and 
wondering speculation, But the 
essential thing {s that out of the 
dry bones of acholastic geography 
he has brought the story of 
earth alive.

BRIDGE NOTES | 


THIRD HAND BIDDING AT BRIDGE. 
SCOPE FOR BAFFLING THE OPPOSITION 


N the old days of Auctlon, and 
indeed up to quite recently in 
Contract, the third hand bidder 
after two passes was enjoined to be 
chary of opening the bidding. As 
his partner had passed, showing 
that be had no justifiable original 
‘bid, it was Jaid down in nearly all 
the textbooks that third hand must 
have additional value to risk start: 
ing the ball rolling. 

1 personally always have had my 
doubts about «the wisdom - of 
this teaching, and recently the 
American writer ond player, Mr. P. 
Hal Sima, in his book “Money 
Contract,” confounds the critics by 
laying down that the requirements 
far na third hand opening bid are 
considerably leas rigorous than ure 
those for the dealer or second hand. 

This sounds revolutionary, but 
there is a good deal of logic in the 
theory, if one considers the posi- 
tion. It is truce that the dealer has 
passed—denying the necgssady high- 
card strength—but still he may 
have some high cards and quite a 
atrong hand distributionally wait- 
ing his opportunity to jump Inte the 
bidding on the second round. 

If, on the other hand, he ts weak 
ip both high cards and distribution, 
then it is any odds that fourth hand 
is the atrong hand of the four and 
will make a bid, and it is very pro- 
bable that he and his partner have 
yvame, possibly a alam. 

It is up to third hand, particular- 
ly when not vulnerable,'to do all in 
his power to hamper the opponents 
in their bidding and prevent them, 
if possible, rencning game or slam. 

Third hand non-vulnerable against 
opponents vulnerable justifies a bid 
in hands below the accepted stan- 
dard for original calls. In these 
circumstances third hand should try 
to visualise what the holding of

In many senses, the weaker third 
ner may, it is true, jump him’ to 
bid. There is not as much risk as 
might be supposed, If third hand 
bids on a weak holding. His part. 
ner may, it is true, jump him to 
game, but he ts not likely to be very 
strong, und, in any case, with the 
knowledge that it is a third hand 
bid non-vulnerable, he should pro- 
seed warily.

Fourth had may be suspicious ot 
the third hand bid, but he can 
never be certain that he is being 
dereived unless all the remaining 
high card strength is massed in his 
hand. Ho is to some extent left 
guessing as to whether third hand 
is making a genuine bid or not, 
This clement of doubt may, in some 
instances, be just enough to stop 
him or his partner from bidding 
game or slam. s

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British Empire Fair. 


LTHOUGH there were a few minor unsatisfactory features, the 

. British Empire Fair has been attended by splendid results. 
But the very success of the Fair has raised many. problems, which 
demand an early solution, What is to be the future of the Fair? 
Various suggestions have been advanced, and it has been succcs- 
sively proposed that the Fair be greatly extended; that it be merged 
into a World Fair, or, alternatively, into an annual Carnival; and 
that a Chinese section be added. Immediate consideration of these 
questions is advisable, indeed esseitial, and an early meeting of the 
organising committee and the exhibitors would prove advantageous. 
It is to be trusted that no sober view will be taken of ambitious 
schemes and that the original object of the Fair, namely, to pro- 
mote British trade in Hong Kong and South China, is not forgotten 
when over-enthusiastic proposols are advocated. It is the view of 
many that the Fair should be continued in its present form, and 
that attention be concentrated on improvements, modifications and 
methods of extending it — as a British Empire Fair. Any sugges- 
tions for a World Fair, a Carnival or a Bazaar should be treated 
separately and not be alluwed to confuse the main issue. 

It would be well, too, in viewing the Fair in retrospect to con- 
sider that much of its: suecess was superficial, When it is 
stated that record crowds attended, it should be remembered that 
quite 80 per cent. of the visitors were composed of the coolie and 
foki classes. These people attended purely out of curiosity. Un- 
restricted, they swarmed around the exhibits, crowded genuine 
visitors and potential customers, disturbed the stands and harassed 
the exhibitors, They déterred many residents who had intended 
to visit the exhibition, and to their behaviour can be attributed the 
reason for the comparatively small attendance of Europeans. It 
is easy to be wise after the event, but the organizers showed a 
surprising lack of foresight in this regard, and a more remarkable 
lack of initiative in their failure to cope with the situation after the 
opening day. Emergency measures would have prevented the daily 
invasion, and if objection was manifested to the imposition of a

RUSSIAN BONDS: SPECULATIONS 


New York. 

The attitude of the new admin- 
istration in Washington toward tho 
Ruasinn Sovict Government ia being 
watched” closely and rather im- 
patiently by some organisations, 
which are hoping to sell bonds of 
the Soviet to United States In- 
vestors. 

At least one newly created firm 
has taken offices in the Wall Street 
district and is making preparations 
for a Sovict bond-sclling campatzn 
if the Roosevelt regime mnnouncer 
that it will recognise the Bolshe- 
vista, 

The bonds which it ia hoped can 
be floated here are of the type 
maturing in five, ten and fifteer, 
yeara and carrying interest rate of 
10 per cent. in sonic Inasucs, The 
obligations are directly those of the 
Soviet Governinent and both inter- 
est and principal are payable in 
gold.

14 PIRATES LOOT VESSEL, BUT NO-ONE

THE MASTER OF THE NORWEGIAN STEAMER *PRO- 
MINENT.” CAPT. H, JENSEN, WAS WOUNDED ON FRI- 
DAY, WHEN 14 PIRATES, ARMED WITH REVOLVERS 
SEIZED THE VESSEL IN MIRS BAY, AND AFTER LOOTING 
HER, ESCAPED IN BOATS, LANDING AT HA SHA. 

The yessel was bound for Saigon and was only a few miles 
out of Honz Kong when the outrage occurred, Although the at 
tack was made with surprising suddenness, a message Was sent 
out and was picked up by No. 4 Polfce Jaunch, which patrols the 
district. 

The launch gave chase but failed to reach the ship before the 
pirates had escaped to the shore opposite Ping Chau Island, in Mirs Bay. 
No-ane was kidnapped, and the extent of the loooting is not yet known. 
The ship returned to Kowloon Bay yesterday morning.
